OF 

THE  VISITING  JUSTICES. 


rhe  following  Report  of  the  Visitors  of  the  Lunatic  Asylum  at 
Wotton,  in  and  for  the  County  of  Gloucester ,  made  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  the  Lunatic  Asylums'  Act,  1853,  was  laid 
before  the  Epiphany  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions,  held  at  Gloucester, 
i  for  the  County  of  Gloucester  : — 

'he  Visitors  of  the  County  Lunatic  Asylum,  in  accordance  with 
le  directions  of  the  Lunatic  Asylums’  Act,  1853,  report  that  the 
ounty  Lunatic  Asylum  contains  at  present  proper  accommodation 
>r  178  males  and  260  females — total,  438  pauper  patients.  That 
lere  are  now  within  its  walls  407  patients,  of  whom  166  are  males 
id  241  females.  There  are,  consequently,  now  only  31  vacant 
ids  in  the  Institution  ;  and  as  scarcely  any  fresh  accommodation 

t 

ill  be  available  before  the  end  of  the  year,  there  will  exist  much 
ifhculty  in  providing  for  the  reception  of  all  the  new  cases  of 
macy  which  may  occur  in  the  different  parishes  of  the  county 
aring  the  next  twelve  months  ;  and  those  now  confined  in  other 
iylums  or  licensed  houses  cannot  be  admitted  during  that  time. 
The  admissions  during  the  year  have  been  141 — that  is,  66 
ale  and  75  female  patients,  a  large  proportion  of  which  cases  has 
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been  of  the  most  unfavourable  character,  many  having  been 
brought  in  who,  from  old  age,  advanced  disease,  or  epilepsy  anc 
paralysis,  afforded  not  the  slightest  hopes  of  recovery,  and  have 
tended  only  to  increase  the  number  of  deaths,  which  have  this  yea] 
been  consequently  greater  than  usual,  and  have  amounted  to  41. 

The  number  of  fresh  admissions  deemed  to  afford  any  fair  chance 
of  cure  has  not  exceeded  49,  and  there  remained  in  the  house  al 
the  end  of  1856  only  26  considered  probably  curable  ;  from  whicl 
numbers  40  have  been  discharged  cured, — a  favourable  result 
considering  the  nature  of  the  cases,  though  small  in  comparisor 
to  the  total  number  of  patients. 

The  health  of  the3  establishment  has  been  generally  excellent, 
Diarrhoea  and  Dysentery  prevailed  to  some  extent  early  in  the 
spring,  and  again  in  the  autumn,  but  they  speedily  yielded  tc 
prompt  medical  attention  and  skill,  and  have  in  no  cases  led  tc 
fatal  results. 

One  death  occurred  from  the  accidental  scalding  of  a  feeblt 
Epileptic  patient  in  a  bath,  the  circumstances  of  which  wen 
investigated  at  the  time  both  by  the  Visitors  and  before  th 
Coroner,  and  have  been  made  public ;  and  another  epilepti 
fractured  her  leg  in  a  fall.  With  these  exceptions,  no  casualtie 
of  any  kind  beyond  accidents  of  the  most  trivial  character  hav 
occurred. 

The  appointment  of  a  separate  night  attendant,  whose  duty  it  i 
to  visit  the  bedchambers  of  the  sick  and  feeble,  and  also  tlios 
whose  habits  require  particular  attention  every  hour  of  the  nigh 
appears  to  have  worked  very  satisfactorily.  It  has  been  iii 
operation  for  several  months  among  the  females,  and  with  marke 
benefit  to  the  comfort  of  the  invalids,  and  has  led  to  materia: 
improvement  in  the  personal  habits  of  many  other  patients.  1 
has  been  recently  introduced  also  on  the  male  side,  where  it : 
hoped  the  results  will  be  equally  favourable. 

The  healthful  tone  and  cheerfulness  of  the  patients  have  bee 
materially  promoted  by  the  increased  employment  which  has  bee 
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Forded  them  during  the  past  year,  the  new  offices  admitting  of  a 
uch  larger  number  of  women  being  employed  in  washing  and  other 
msehold  duties,  and  the  additional  quantity  of  land  in  occupation 
Fording  abundance  of  the  best  and  most  healthful  employment 
the  male  patients. 

The  conversion  of  one  side  wing  and  half  the  crescent  formerly 
rcupied  by  the  female  private  patients,  has  been  completed 
cording  to  the  plans  agreed  to  at  the  Easter  Quarter  Sessions, 

55 6  :  and  these  portions  are  already  partially  occupied.  It  is 
und  necessary,  however,  to  reserve  a  portion  of  the  crescent  for 
e  temporary  use  of  the  officers,  whose  apartments  on  the  other 
le  of  the  crescent  are  about  to  be  interfered  with  by  the 
ntinuation  of  the  building  operations. 

The  prosecution  of  the  works  on  the  male  side  has  presented  more 
fficulty,  as  they  involve  the  conversion  of  the  Superintendent’s 
artments. 

The  providing  a  more  suitable  residence  for  the  Superintendent 
is  long  been  under  the  consideration  of  the  Visitors,  and  the 
itter  has  been  commented  on  by  the  Commissioners,  upon  the 
casion  of  their  last  visit.  No  steps  have  been,  however,  taken 
;herto  in  the  matter,  from  there  being  no  site  upon  the  premises 
ogether  favourable,  and  that  deemed  most  desirable  being  a  piece  ^ 
ground  immediately  in  front  of  the  Asylum,  and  separated  from 
only  by  the  public  road,  but  which  belonged  to  other  parties, 
lis  piece  of  land  the  Visitors  have  now  succeeded  in  purchasing 
ibject  to  the  approbation  of  the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions),  and 
;y  have  plans  to  submit  for  at  once  erecting  a  suitable  residence 
the  Superintendent  and  his  family  upon  it. 

But,  inasmuch  as  a  new  house  could  not  under  any  circumstances 
fit  for  occupation  for  a  year  or  more,  it  became  necessary  to  find 
ne  temporal  residence  for  the  Superintendent,  or  to  suspend 
}  continuance  of  the  works  in  progress  within  the  Asylum  for 
it  period,  which  would  have  been  most  undesirable. 

The  Visitors  therefore  resolved,  as  the  lesser  of  evils,  to  hire  a 
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house  in  the  neighbourhood  for  the  Superintendent  and  his  family, 
until  his  new  residence  should  he  completed,  hut  Dr.  Williams, 
being  unwilling  to  be  absent  at  all  from  the  premises,  has  proposed 
to  occupy  a  portion  of  the  crescent  just  completed  for  the  present, 
which  arrangement,  although  affording  very  inadequate  and  incon¬ 
venient  accommodation  for  his  family,  will,  it  is  believed,  be  found 
most  advantageous  for  the  interests  of  the  Institution. 

It  is  hoped  that  by  the  conclusion  of  the  year  1858,  all  the  works 
now  in  progress  will  be  completed,  and  that  the  Asylum  will  then 
be  in  a  condition  to  receive  all  the  pauper  lunatics  belonging  to 
the  county  for  some  years  to  come. 

Extensive  building  operations  have  now  been  carrying  on  in  the 
very  centre  of  the  Institution  for  nearly  three  years.  That  such 
proceedings  must  of  necessity  have  vastly  increased  the  difficulties 
of  managing  an  establishment  of  this  kind  will  be  obvious  to  every 
one.  It  therefore  reflects  no  little  credit  upon  Dr.  Williams,  and, 
the  officers  under  his  direction,  that  the  good  order  of  the  Institution 
has  never  suffered, — that  no  serious  accidents  have  occurred  in 
consequence,  nor  escapes  taken  place,  although  the  patients  have: 
been  in  nowise  restricted  in  the  amount  of  liberty  which  it  is  found 
wholesome  for  them  to  enjoy.  They  have  indeed  been  increasingly 
?  employed  in  useful  labour,  and  the  ordinary  amusements  have: 
been  rather  increased  than  curtailed.
